We find in Gen, 7:11 that the 
windows of heaven were 
opened.” The margin reads 
(flood gates.) 


Gen. 8:2 says, “The windows 
of heaven were stopped.” 


We see and understand by 
these Scriptures that there are 
windows in heaven; and when 
they were opened the rain and 
blessings came down. Isa, 44:3. 
“For I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty, and floods upon 
the dry ground. I will pour my 
spirit upon thy seed, and my 
blessing upon thine offspring.” 
Songs of Solomon 2:9 says, “He 
looketh forth at the windows 
showing himself through the 
lattice.” 


So beloved we want to get 
and keep the windows open, for 
when they are closed the flow of 
blessing ceases. Prayer is one 
way of keeping the windows 
open.

Then we whick live in this 
dispensation of grace, should 
be willing to follow their ex- 
ample that the blessings may 
continue to flow.

Some think that because Je- 
sus told the seventy to go out 
without. purse or script that 
they should not pay the preach- 
er. That is why He said this. 
He expected us to obey this 
command and in so doing sup- 
ply their needs. He says, “My 
God shall supply all your 
needs,” but it is through His 
children giving back to Him 
what He has asked us to give 
that He can supply their needs. 


Those cities that would not 
receive and support them were 
not considered worthy and they 
were commanded to shake off 
the very dust of their feet 
against them. Mal. 3:9 says, 
“Ye are cursed with a curse: for 
ye have robbed me.” Thank 
God we can get out from under 
the curse by paying God all.

Also “who feedeth a flock and 
eateth not of the milk of the 
flock.” 


Paul also asks, “Doth God 
take care of oxen.” If we would 
use the oxen to tread out the 
corn, work him all day and tura 
him in a dry stall at night, it 
will not be long until we will 
have no oxen. 


If we work our pastors every 
day in services we must feed 
them. When we get sick or 
when death comes into our 
home we will want them to min- 
ister to us, but they will not be 
able unless we feed and clothe 
them and give them the necessi- 
ties of life. God help us to de 
our duty.

We came here about March 1, 1922 








to take charge of the work. At that 
time there were only eighteen mem- 
bers and they were worshiping in a 
rented building. We began an evan- 
gelistic campaign and it was not long 
until the building was full. We soon 
saw the need of more room, so bor- 
rowed the money to buy a large sec- 
ond hand tent. We then run a tent 
meeting aLout five months.

Japan Made Bibleless 
by Earthquake. Plates 
of Many Languages 
in Far East De- 

stroyed 


The earthquake, fire and tidal wave 
Which has laid in ruins, two of the 
principal cities of Japan with a stag- 
gering loss of life and property and 
with suffering unprecedented, has 
created a new spiritual opportunity 
among the Japanese people. 

It is a staitling fact that Yokohama 
produced and sent out annually for 
missionary circulation more copies of 
the Christian Scriptures than any oth- 
er city in the world. The Fukuin 
P.inting Company from which these 
Seriptures went forth by the millions 
not alone to all parts of the Island 
Empire, but also to China, Philippine 
Islands, Siam and all parts of the 
Far Hast, is a total wreck. The 
director and the entire operating force 
of 709 to 1000 persons were killed. 

Shortly before the earthquake, the 
American Bible Society received word 
from its representative in Japan, that 
the circulation for the iirst three 
months of the year was practically as 
large as the first six months of the 
preceeding year. It is his judgment 
that there has been a great awaken- 
ing of interest in spiritual things, and 
a remarkable turning to moral and 
religious literature, which has brought 
about a wonderful opportunity for 
broadcasting the Christian Scriptures. 

The entire stock of Bibles in the 
depositories both in Tokyo and Yoko- 
hama and the Bibles in the homes of 
these two cities and the whole strieken 
area are gone. The people are en- 
tirely without copies of the’ Bible 
or the New Testament, or even small- 
er portions. 

The American Bible Society has 
sole responsibility for this part of 
Japan. To meet the immediate emer- 
gency, the Society has arranged to 
produee at -once on presses running 
night and day, half a million copies 
of the Gospels in Japanese, reproduced 
by photography from books in hand 
at the Bible House in New York. It 
has arranged also for a shipment by 
fastest possible method of hundreds 
of thousands of copies of the Gospels 
in English which are extensively sold 
in the schools of Japan. It has cabled 
to its ageneies on the Pacific Coast, 
in China and in the Philippines’ to 
forward at once all available copies of 
Japanese Scriptures. 

It has not been possible as yet to 
make an exact determination of the 
losses and replacement values. If the 
plates in Yokohama have been de 
stroyed, as there is every reason to 
believe, it is estimated that at least 
$300,000 will be required to rehabili- 
tate the work. 

Unlike some of the Mission Boards 
of the Churches, the losses of the 
American Bible Society by the Earth- 
quake have not been confined to Japan 
alone. A great many of the books 
used in China in many dialects were’ 
printed on the presses in Yokohama. 
The Scriptures also fer the Philip- 
pine Islands in ten dialects, as well 
as in a number of languages used in 
Siam were also printed in Yokohama.
